CAPTURE OF THE WHOLE PARTY. 


They Are Turned Over to the United 
States Naval Authorities. 


Full Details of the Oi*graiiiza- 
tion. 


Incidents of the Trip by the Herald's Speeial 
Correspondent. 


Ttie Hkbald has already Klfen details of the flt- 
tiog out and capture of the Cuban expedition which 
started from this city on Saturday night, but the 
narratlTc of our special correspondent accompany­ 
ing the expedition gives a vast amount of additional 
Information of importance. The Cuban Junta, at 
No. n Ilroadway, after having successfully organ- 
lied and despatclicd several sniall expeditions to 
the as.slstauce of tnelr struggling countrymen, 
and believing irom the clearly expressed sympathy 
of the whole country and the scml-oraclai an­ 
nouncements from Washington that the government 
had no disposition to embarrass the Cuban cause, 
commenced soAe weeks ago to lit out an expedition 
which should contribute materially to the assistance 
of their lirother patriots. A num ber of gentlemen 
of distinguished military experience In the late re- 
liellion tendered their servlce.s to the Junta, and the 
work of organization proceeded with rapidity. Tho 
circumstances of the arrest of orom laeut individ­ 
uals counected w ith the enterprise have already 
been made public, ana it only rem ains to give the 
detallwl account of the character of the torces to be 
sent to Cuba and tne mcideuts of the departure and 
capture of the parties.

and au 
additional bounty of $500 in gold to each man for 
sach year of service In case of success. The bounty 
also applied to officers, a colonel being promised 
$5,000 and tho other officers proportionate amounts. 
The men were to be organized into a regiment of 
cavalry, arm ed with Spencer carbines, revolvers and 
aabres, and consisting of eight companies of liO 
m en each; and two batteries of artillery, with t wcive- 
poundel- Napoleon guns. The party was also to take 
w ith It a large am ount of provisions, arms, aramu- 
niUon and other munlUous of w ar for the 
Cubans, 
together wiih several heavy guns, 
some of 
which were sixty-poundera. These 
gnoa were to be mounted In 
batteries at 
the place of landing; and to facUitate this 
ondertaklng several hundred sandbags were In­ 
cluded in the freight of the vessel, with which to 
tastily construct the earthworks. The regim ent 
was called the •• First New York Cavalry Cnbau Lib-, 
erators,” and before leaving wa.s presented by the 
Cuban ladles of New Fork with two elegant stand­ 
ards (one bearing a presentation inscription) and 
twelve guidons. 
Both the cavalry and artillery 
w ere to be officered by men of experience and gal­ 
lantry in BimUar positions during the rebellion, ond 
the commands on reaching Cuba would have been 
as effective an organization os could be desired for 
any m ilitary service. 


T H B F T E A M R K S 
for the expedition were secured with great difficulty, 
ow ners hesitating to take the great risks Involved, 
and several vessels that were negotiated with, after 
partially entering Into a contract, withdrew from the 
affair. One vessel was fully engaged for $50,000, but 
the vigilance of the authoiitles alarmed the owners, 
and they also withdrew from the undertaking. At 
last the Catharine W hiting was secured, and every­ 
thing, despite the many obstacles encountered, 
promised success. During last week three differ­ 
ent nights were flxed upon successively for the de­ 
parture of tho expedition, and at length on Saturday 
the men. accorulng to previous Instructions, assem­ 
bled at him Park, Staten Island; Eiysian Fields and 
Jones’ vvoouB la the guise of excursionists. About 
seven o'clock Saturday evening the üehai.d corre­ 
spondent detailed to accompany the expedition was 
notified that ho had but flfteen minutes In which to 
join the party, and hastening aown to the wharves 
of the CluirleHton Steamship Company he found the 
steam er Hiram L. Cool, w ith Sertor Alfaro, the Sec­ 
retary of W ar of the Cuban Junta; Seúor Bassora, 
TTeiwurer, and a small party of Cuban gentlemen 
on board. A few barrels of crackers and two or 
three boxes of cheese were placed on the Cool, dur­ 
ing which proceeding the party was closely watched 
by two IndTvlduult. evidently assigned to that duty, 
Kud as soon as possible the lines were cast off. 
TUB PI.AX 
was for the Cool and the c%a.se, then lying along­ 
side. to proceed to tho dlirerent places of rendezvous 
siiove In itcated for the men, and take them to<lar- 
dtner’s Bay, at the eastern extremity of Long Island, 
•where they were to be met by the steamship Catha­ 
rine Whiting, which vessel would then take on board 
the mou and also the cargoes gf two schooners and 
• sloop. Which had left New York wltli the muniilons 
and aup()lies some days before. 
Ttte Cool, upon which the Hbbalt) corre.spondent 
w as embarked, steamed rapidly round luto East 
n of ííi: 
river and up to the foot 
ixiy-second street.

w here the tug h. L. Mabey was lying, and across 
whoM bows several hundred men and a number of 
boxes were transferred to the cool. The greatest 
baste WM observed, and at the earliest moment the 
Cool proceeded to the foot of SUly-ninth street, 
w here she lay for a few minutes concealed In the 
shadows of the bluff and forest, waiting for the ar­ 
rival of men who bad not yet reached the place of 
em barkation. As we lay there In the stream , wltu 
the ude flowing swiftly past, the scene was exceed­ 
ingly pictnres<iae and interesung. It was already 
dark, and jnst above the boat, not a bnndred paces 
distant, the pavilion gleamed like a palace with lu 
m anr llgbu; and while the music of the bands and

floated eoftly wltn 
aoross the river, and 
the fireflies flashed amid the 
foliage, 
we 
sat In silence, watching with anxious appre­ 
hension for the appearance of the expected men. 
A lter about half an hour we again dropped down 
to Sixty-second street, and, taking on the other 
parties collected there, stesraed down towards New 
York, leaving orders with the tug liabey to brmg 
off to the Cool at the upper end of Blackwell’s Island 
imy m en who m ight arrive within the next half 
hour, during which time we ran around the Island. 
The men were instructed to report. In case of being 
balled, that the party was a moonlight excursion to 
NSW Loudon. Just as ws passed the upper ex­ 
trem ity of tho iBiaud the Mabey met us aud trans­ 
ferred to the Cool Colonel Kyan and several more 
m en. after which we steamed as rapidly towards the 
Bound a.s the fast gathering fog would p. rmlt. Wo 
w ere to anchor lu Flushing Hay to await the other 
steam er with men, and the two boaia were itieu to 
proceed together to Cardmer’s Kay. 
COLONKI, BYAM 
on coming on board was not at first recognized by 
m any of his own men, and in view of the rigid 
search made for him alter his 
ai»o from ttio 
deputy m arshal it M Interesting to follow ms move- 
nieuM from that event down to the hour of his de­ 
parture, showing aa it does how easily a courageous, 
enterprising man can move freely atiout this city 
w ithout detection by the most vigilant officers m 
pursuit of him. On escaping irom the deputy mar­ 
shal Colonel Kyan proceeded in a carriage with a 
m end to Taylor’s saloon, where he partook of re- 
ireehm ents, and then went over to Brooklyn via the 
Fulton ferry, when, after inaklug several calls, he 
repaiiP I to a private residence in Bridge street. 
H ere ho was visited the same evening by a commit­ 
tee of the I'uban patriots, aud airuugem euta were 
m ade for carrying on the preparations for embark­ 
ing the expe lliloii.

While the Cool was waiting in the fog above flell 
Cate for tho remainder of the paity the Chase, which 
had left pier S East nvcr with a few persons on 
hoard, run up to Sixty-second street aud took 
ou board men previously brought by the Mabey 
from stateu island and the Klyslan Helds, and 
started on up the Sound. She. however, did not 
fall in with the Cool, in conseqiicace of the fog, and 
alter waiting some time wc steamed in towards Fort 
Schuyler. As wc approached the fort the men were 
all ordered between decks and forbidden to speak 
aimve a whisper. A revenue cutter was knoivn to 
bo off the fort on the lookout for anr expedi­ 
tion, but the ob.HCurlty of the night pre­ 
vented our discovery, and we swept by lu 
sSeiue. broken only by the monotonous tolling 
of thi' fog boll on the rocks. Once past the lort 
the utmost hJartty prevailed; crackers and Qbeesa 
were served out to the men, and a few officers by a 
skillul piece of strategy secured from the boat’s 
stcwanf a small supply of coifOe. 
The boat being densely crowded sleep was Im- 
pos.sibtc, aud after a vexatious series of delays In 
the lou, daylight found us ouly at the entrance to 
the Sound, Instead of in O'ardlner’s Bay. All day 
Sunday the cool liest aiwut the Sound In tho dense 
fog, unable to make out her position, until tho tierce 
storm of that afteninou broke the pall that on- 
vuloped us aud revealed the distant headlands 
of I’liim Island. 
Before reaching the channel 
to cardlner’s Bar, however, the fog again 
settled down, aud another night was si>eiit In 
great aiixleiy aud no little discomlort from the 
crowded condition of the drenched boat, aud the 
total aivsence of food and drinking water. During 
the night whistles were heard, and at last the Chase 
camealoiigsnle. Both steam ers anchored, and tho 
men of the Chase, being saturated by the ram aud 
hiiving no protection from the cold night air, were 
lowed to exchange places with tliosu on imard the 
Cool. Fortuuately the Cha.se hud a tew hard crackers 
ou board, which were cagorly devoured by the men, 
aud with a llitle rain water found m the boats the 
uircadv severe tormeaus of hunger and thirst wore 
somewhat allayed. 
Monday m om lug we reachad 
UABIHNKU’S BAY 
d found the two schooners containing the sup­ 
plies and munitions, but no Catliarlue WUUlng could 
be discovered. luqulry wus made ot the lighthouse 
keeu>.;r aud of the suiacks which visited the vlctuity 
lu reialiuu to the steamshij), but no vessel of that 
kind had been soen. The situation was crlllcnl. T'Uo 
prov.sioiia on the schooners wore laslgnlfleunt in 
(iuantity (as the wiiitm g was loaded with that 
freight) and wore buried deep beneath other, ami, 
tnder the circumstances, immovable material of 
ivar. The men hail received nothing since leaving 
New York .saiiinlay night, except a few crackers. 
Id, indeed, uio.st of them had taken tliolr last meal 
oil Saturday morning, having been lying out all 
that diif lu the wet grass and woods of .stateu 
Islund aud other places of gathering. A few were 
sent on shore at Gardiner's Island for water, which 
wus obiuined, togetiier with a small quantity of sea 
birds' eggs and a bucket oi potatoes lor the officers. 
Two of the men who went on tho island attem pted 
to escape, but were overtakeu, fired upon and stop­ 
ped, and all returned to tho steamers. The fears ot 
a serious mutiny now arose, and a council 
was held 
in the 
cabin 
of one of the 
steamers by Señora Alfaro, Bassora and the prin­ 
cipal officers of the expedition. 'I he Whiting beiug 
out of reach It was determined to proceed 
to New Loudon, fourteen miles distant, for supplies. 
To do this It was necessary to transfer most of the 
men to the steam er which should remain, and in 
order to take as few as possible who might desert 
to New London It was proposed that none but 
Cubans should go with the New London boat. The 
tempted execution of this plan nearly brought 
matters to a disastrous finale. As yet there had 
been no mUitary organization promulgated, this act 
telug reserved for completion untlf the Whiting 
should be at sei with all on board; aud no one 
hud the slightest authority except that acquie-sced 
In by the men, In the persons of those who had re­ 
cruited tliem, aud were reported to commaud tneui 
In Cuba. The men, reudered dissatisfied by hunger, 
thirst and their exposure to the cold storm on the 
bay, declared that the Cubans were to be taken to 
New London and tenderly cared for by the two rep­ 
resentatives of the Cuban Junta, while they them- 
selves were to bo left to siifior; and for a lime they 
positively reiused to go ou to tho Chase nutil their 
leader, thcu absent luspeetlug the scliuouers, should 
assure them that It was all right. Besides, at 
Hixty-secoud street, a young, ine.xpeneiicod Cuban 
had thoiigiitlessly drawn a revolver and ordered 
back a party of men coming on board, because lie 
tliiinglit the boat was not. quite ready to receive 
them; and auoiher Cuban Iiu l on the trip. In a slight 
ttllercaiioii. also tUroaieued a man with his pistol; 
aud the men, arguing that such mauifesiutlons 
were but ludicattoii.x ot harsher treatm eut iii 
Cubs, were on the point of breaking out Into a 
serious disturbance. Colonel Ryan, however, soon 
quieted the most noisy of the complainauta, 
and after some delay the leader 
of 
the 
dissatisfied meu having boon brought acroas the bay 
from the achooners, an explanation was made, and 
the desired transfer was eifected, with the exception 
of about sixty Americans (incliiding Germans and 
Irishmen), who decided to remain on the Cool with 
the Cubans, some fifty In nnuiber. 
We left on the Cool iiefore iiooii for New London, 
but the fog again shut down, and notwitli.ataiiuing 
that frequent Inquiries were made of schooners 
whom -we met. we did not reach the city (only 
fourteen miles distant) until dark. 
AT NEW I.ONDON 
It was proposed that the ateauicr should anchor out 
III tlie stream , and a small boat, maunea by ofiicers, 
be sent asliore for w ater and supplies; but this sug­ 
gestion was overruled, and the Cool ran up to one of 
the old wharves, in u retired place, but within a 
cable's length of a United States revenue cutter, la 
spite of posiuve ortlers that no one should leave the 
steamer except those authorized to go for supplies, 
in u few moments a large numtier of men dashed off 
and up Into the city. This party Included the two 
WHO had been fired upon In their attem pt to escape on 
Gardiner's Island and several of the most Itisuiior- 
dlirate men oi the party. These were encountered in 
the streets by the officers, who endeavored to force 
them back to the boat, but without success, and In 
a very short time the intelligence of our presouce 
had paxseil through the i iiy like wildfire. A crowd 
of citizens o-sseinbled on the wharves about tho 
steamer, and several residents of the place urged 
the vessel to depart as soon as possible. 
Just as we were about to put off fUe tug .Mabey 
slipped rapidly in near the Cool, a burned convcrsa- 
tiou was had between Messrs. Aliaro, Bas-sora 
and some person who had come up ou the 
Mabey, and away went the trio again to the telegraph 
office to communicate with New York. At first the 
report wus circulated that the Whltiug had arrived 
at Gardiner’s Bay, but the Hbbald correspondent 
soon learned the disastrous news that she had been 
seized, aud that the exjicdition was a failure. This 
was carefully kept a secret from the men, and the 
Cool left In a few moments, making all possible 
speed lor Gardiner’s Bay to save the expedition from 
capture, which, uow that the wm tlng hud been seized, 
and the deserters in New London had probably 
already communicated with the authorities, seemed 
inevitable. As If the fates were against the Cubans, 
the pilot of the steam er again lost hU way, and day­ 
light found us. after seven hours steaming, in a 
strange place. Alter a careful survey the position 
of Gardiner’s Bar was made out, and we hurried on 
to relieve the suffering men. Great fears were en­ 
tertained that the men whom we had left Monday 
noon already suffering extremely from hunger, and 
who had been promised that we should return from 
Now London before night, bad mutinied, seized 
the Chase 
and 
made off 
with 
her 
to 
some 
port, particularly as the Mabe had 
called first at Oardtner’s Bay with the news of the 
■ capture. I'o our surprise, however, we 
men cheerful, and In nowise discontented. 
Provisions were at once liberally distributed, and a 
council of officers held to determine what should be 
done. In addition to the Mabev, which had already 
returned from Now London with coal for the Chase, 
there were then present in the bay, and belonging to 
the expedition, the Cool and Chase, the two schoon­ 
ers, and % small yacht which had also been sent by 
the Cubans from New York to w arn the expedition 
of the seizure of Its steamship. 
PBBPABATlONS POB BfTrBNINU 
were Immedlsiely commenced. The tug Graham, 
telegraphed for by Señor Alfaro from New lAjndon, 
arrived about seven A. M. from New York, aud, 
with the four steamers, there seemed no obstacle in 
the way of escaping from me perils rapidly envel­ 
oping me expedition. The schooners were ordered 
to remove to another rendezvous, and atMiut 300 
men were Isfc unoer Colonel Ryan to camp upon 
t 
another steamship which tlif-y nad In view, and 
Which they thought mlgiit be got ready lor sen in 
about sixty hours. Tho Chase was to remain at the 
uiand. and mo Mabev was to procure additional sup- 
plles for the men. to last until the expeilllion mlgl.t 
depart for Cuba. About !■« men returned with the 
Cuban managers on the Cool, and were m 
dropiied at whlteetone landing.

ooDMqueuoe of the dense fog. He then told na the 
name of eacli vessel of the expedition, where they 
were aud what each had on board, oven m entioning 
the number of tons of coaU Messrs. Alfaro and Bas- 
Hura. with tho pre.xi, wore given acoommodatlons 
for the night in the captain's cabin; supper was pre­ 
pared and a plonUfiil supply of provisions sent on 
board tho Cool to the hungry men. The McCullocli 
at once relurnel up the river, and the evenfog passed 
off uio.st pleasantly, enlivened by IToquent communl- 
caiiona with Fort Schuyler by means of signals and 
rockets. About eleven U. M. the McCullocli returned 
to the Mahoning with the Mabey, captured on her 
way to New York. Tlie latter had a tew men on 
board and several boxes of arm s and personal bag­ 
gage, and after a short exam ination was anchored 
astern of the Mahonlug. Kfforts were made by the 
meniber9*oi the press to communicate with ihelr re- 
specUve Journals, but the lateness of the hour pre­

They 
complain that the seizure of their men aud muni­ 
tions at oardlner’8 Isiann is attributable to Colonel 
Kyan, alleging that he remained at that point against 
their wishes; but when It Is remeiubere.l that such a 
course wus adopted In a council of the officers of the 
expedition on the subject, and that It was then 
belleveil that the chances of the whole party return­ 
ing to New York without being captured were of the 
faintest character, the course pursued in that re­ 
spect was evidently the better of the two proposi­ 
tions. In any event the whole expedition was 
doomed to capturo after the seizure of the Whiting 
and the imprudent vtslt of the Cool to New London,

TUB CATUaRINB WUITINU. 
The steam er on which General uoicoiirla was ar­ 
rested left the Atlantuj docks, Brooklyn, about ten 
o’clock last Saturday night.

HydpopUobla-The Dogs Tri.m ph-The New 
York Uendoriag Conpaay—Yellow Fever 
Patlent»-Tbe Kwst River Nnlsances. 
At the regular weekly m eeting of the Board yes­ 
terday there was a full attendance of members. A 
large num ber of m atters of m inor Importance were 
reported upon and referred to their appropriate 
oommlttoes. 
It will be remembered that at the last m eeting of 
the Board the report of the Sanitary Committee on 
hydrophobia was referred to the counsel for an ordi­ 
nance covering the killing of vagrant dogs. In obe­ 
dience to inslructiona the oonnael subm itted an ordi­ 
nance to tho purport that “no person being the owner 
or having tho custody or right of control of any dog 
in the Metropolitan district, shall allow the same to 
run or bo at large beyond tbe prem ises of such a 
person, unless it Is accompanied by or In the imrae- 
diato presence oi such a m aster or some one who 
takes the responslbUlty of the anim al.” 
Judge Bosworth and other commissioners ex- 
prcased the opinion that tho ordinance did not cover 
the exigencies of the case, and the subject was re­ 
ferred hack to the committee. 
Inspector Rusaelf repotted that a nuisance was 
being committed by certain parties In the m anufac­ 
ture of gas In a part of the 8t. Genualu Hotel. Re­ 
ferred to the Sanitary Supcrmtendont. 
A report was also made as to tiio condition of 
Sixth avenue, between Forty-ninth street and Flfty- 
tourtU street, and appropriation made to clean It. 
On motion of Uommissioner stone, the New York 
Rendering Company was ordered to appear before 
the Board and show cause why tbeir Ucease should 
not be revoked. 
In the case of Sprague * Close, of Brooklyn, who 
are accused ot carrying on the manufacture of acétlc 
add. to the danger of the public health, evideuce was 
ordered to bo taken before referee Uasbrouck.

THE OCEAN BANK ROBBERY. 


$300,000 of the Property Re­ 
turned.

The audaotoos and m ysteriou robbery or MM 
Ocean Bans on Monday has been the three dOfp* 
wonder In the commnnlty. Depositors who loat tha 
Whole or porUon of thoir funds hnd given tbam op 
for loat, the bank officials w ere afloat on a aen of 
doubt as to what- proceedings should be taken to 
recover tholr property; the detective coglUted npon 
the first steps to be taken to unveil the m ystery 
that surrounded the burglary; but ere any 
defiulte line of action had been resolved upon, 
and whUe the Superintendent or Police and 
the officers of the bank were stUI in almoet hourly 
consultation, tho thieves stole a m arch npon them , 
and still more astonished them by voluntarily sor- 
'rendering the greater portion of the stolen property. 
Yoeterdav morning, at tnroe o’clock, officer Patrick 
Donohue w as leUuroly patrolling hla postonB llzo- 
bcth street, when, nnder a lamp-post opposite No. 6, 
two boys walked out of the darkness. They ap- 
proachod Donohue, who Inquired their names 
and the cause of tholr being out at that hour. 
They gave tholr names 
as John Kelten, of 
No. 
8 
Franklin 
street, and John Gowan, 
of No. 20>¿ Catharine street, and aaked him 
to accompany them down the street. Opposlto 
No. 8 Elizabeth street they stopped suddenly, pointed 
to a small and singularly looking trunk. Donohuo 
stooped and exam ined It. Nailed upon the ltd was 
a cord, upon which was w ritten "Captain Joufdas, 
Sixth w ard.” Donohue hesitated for a moment as 
to what course to pursue. His first Impression was 
that some Inhuman m other had taken this m eans of 
presenting his captain with a dead Infant. Finally 
he picked up tho trunk, which was quite light, and 
led the way to the Frauklin street statiou house, 
followed by the boys. 
Arriving there Captain Jourdan was called outjor 
bed, broke open the box, when behold l he stepped 
back in astonishment. It was filled with treasure.

IBDVMENT OP COUNSEL. 


n e Bdgwr B. Ketcbam forgery ceae, wbicb created 
M great an eaoltem ent aome three yeara ago, 
baa 
aoaiB eprang Into a notoriety which bide fair to m ake 
M, M far as the m ling of the Coort before whom it ia 
BOW bronght, one of the oaaua oéñln-n in legal con- 
troveratea. The defendant, K etcbam .w aa sentenced 
on an indictm ent obarging hiaa with forgery in the 
•ra t degree In uttering and pabllahtng forged gold 
ebecka, all the clrcam stanoea of wbicb are yet fresh 
in the mlnda of the readera of the U bbald. Ketchum, 
When arraigned for trial, pleaded guilty to forgery 
in the third degree, which plea the Uiatrlct Attorney 
accepted. 
The case now, after the expiration of three years 
ano Six montha, is brought up oo a w rit of habeas 
covpoaaad certiorari on the ground of defectiveness 
in the indictm ent. 
The court room was crowded soon after its open- 
lag, the ntm or having gone abroad that the Kctchnm 
ease waa to be argued before Judge Barnard, and 
th at the prisoner him self would bo present. Judge 
_ Bedford occupied a seat on the 
bench beside 
' Juuge Barnard. There was a large num ber of the 
legal profession present, am ong whom, occupying 
■eata close to the District Attorney Garvin, were 
Assistant District Attorneys Untchlngs and Tweed, 
a 'Hie prisoner waa accompanied by hia father, and 
near him aat Mr. George O pdjke and a num ber of 
U s personal frieuds. 
Ketoru havuig been m ade to the w rit and the 
course of proceeding ordered by the Court, 
District Attorney Garvin, in opposition to the peU- 
tloD, proceeded to address tne Court. 
Judge Garvm said:—May it pleasé your Honor, 
the peUtlouer in this case, Edgar B. Ketchum, waa 
inaicled with having on the 20 day of August, 1866, 
by force of arms, Ac., in the county and State of 
Hew Yorh, feloniously, falsely and knowingly uttered 
andVobllsbed, with intent to injure and defraud, 
the president, cashier and directors of the National 
Bank of this city, certain false, fraudulent and coun­ 
terfeit papers, part w ritten and p art printed, com­ 
monly eaued gold checks, some sixty in number, Ac. 
Judge Garvin read to full from the Indictm ent the 
charges as there enum erated In legal phrase origi­ 
nally found against the aocosed, and proceeded:-. 
This, your Honor is awar& u the common order 
and form of an indictm ent for forgery, and on 
Which your Honor has passed five hunared times, 
and about tbe legal technical correctness of whloh 
there can be no m anner of doubt whatever. And 
besides as to its bearing on this case as here pre­ 
sented, whether the indictm ent is good or bad fhat 
has no so n of consequence or im portance hero, i, 
however, insist that the indictm ent is a good ludict- 
nieut. I Insist th at no Judge sittiug at Chambers or 
Npccial Term, or elsewhere, has a right, on habeas 
corpus or certiorari to bring a m an Irom a State 
prison and from the execution of a punishment 
to which he has been duly sentenced, and when that 
sentence has gone into execuUon and discharge hun 
from custody. And I also undertake to say that 
such a thing never was done in this county or State 
orm this city in a case w here‘Juagm ent had gone 
into execution, except in those cases specially pro- 
vldbtj for by statute. The only caso In which It has 
ever been attem pted to be done was m a case where 
a man was brought out of the Penitentiary after 
ludgm ent had been pronounced, and the party had 
entered 
on

Beyond this one coso it never 
was

Mr. Bartlett said:—The prisoner is imprisoned for 
a different offence from that of which he was con­ 
victed; for a felony of which he has not been con­ 
victed, and for which be has- not been tned, or held 
to answ er upon any presentm ent or indlctnient of a 
Grand Jury, aud conseqaently his im prisonment Is 
illegal Cnd unconstitattonal, and the sentence lo im­ 
prisonm ent under which he is held utterly void from 
the beglnnlug. Be is undergoing punishment in tbe 
Btate Prison at Bing 8lag 
under color of the 
authority of a sentence of the Court of General Ses­ 
sions, in this city, December 80, 1865, to four years 
aad six m onths linprisonment in a Btate Prison. The 
sentence is lo rü ie le'.ony of f o r ^ in the third de- 
gree. The only offence of which be ba« been con­ 
victed IS tbat of uttering aud publishing some 
forged checks, 
ü tterm g and publishing forged 
checks, as true, and with Intent to defraud, is an 
offence; but It Is not forgery any more than it is 
arson or m anslaughter. To forge is to m ake—to 
fabricate. A blacksmith forges horse shoes, aud you 
might 08 well say that a horae forges them because 
he travels with them on ms feet as to say that 
merely uttering a forged lustrum ent constitutes for- 
gory. Lord Coke says, “To forge is metaphorically 
taken from the smith, who beateth upon his auvil 
and forgeth w hat fashion or shape he will.’* la Just. 
169.) Forgery at common law is defined as the 
fraudulent making or alteration of a w nting to the 
prejudice Of ansther’s rights. |4 Black., Com. 247.i 
Forgery In the tJUrd degree ig defined, with pre­ 
cision, by the statdle law of this Btate. It is:— 
First, counterfeiting the gold or silver coin of any 
foreign government or country with the intent of ex- 
portlug Ihe same, to injure or delraud any loreign 
goverument or the subjects thereof; aud, second, 
falsely making, altering, forging or countcrteltiog, 
with Intent to defraud, certain Instrum euis or 
wrltingsS. (R. B., part 4, sections 20, 33.) 
It is tbe making, altering, forging or counterfeit­ 
ing that oonemutoa th« ioTgcry. Dttering and pub­ 
lishing IS quite a different thing from making and 
forging, u tterin g and pnbiisning does notcunsU- 
tute forgery. To utter means saostantlaUy to offer.

statute is Offering with Intent to defraud. (See 3 
Bishop’s Cr. D , section 666, aud eases there cited.) 
The dLstmctlou between forgery—or maKing—affd 
uttering or publishing would seem to be sutncleatty 
clear from toe lutrm slc diffeccnce lu the meaning of 
words themselves. If there were no aufliorities ou 
the subject, the difference between the ingredieuts 
necessary to constitute the two offences respectively 
seems to be too apparent to leave room for discus­ 
sion.

Ths prisoner was convicted on an indictm ent for 
uttering and pubUsMng certain gold checks. He 
pleaded guilty. Of course, the plea of guiliy applied 
to the charge contornea In the Indictment, and uid 
not extend beyond that, either to any ouier charge 
for any other offence.

The French Cable^.Tfodem ProsreM ->The 
rusiiioii ol ifao Vuited States. 


The French Atlantic cable makes satisfac­ 
tory progress. 
In a <Iay or two the Great 
Eastern will be off the banks of Newfoundland, 
and sooner than we e.xpect the connection will 
be complete between St. Pierre and Brest. 
A 
miserable, narrow-minded set of monopolists 
may lor a time prevent the landing of this 
cable oa the territory of the United States; 
but no monopoly, no power in the United 
States, no power in the world can perma­ 
nently stand in the way of progress, and pro­ 
gress Insists on landing this cable on our 
shores. 
It is useless otherwise, and the com­ 
mon sense of the people of the United States 
will not allow this great enterprise, with which 
their own future prosperity and greatness are 
80 much identiQed, to end in failure. 
Wo can­ 
not have too many cables. 
The more the 
merrier, and the bettor too. 
Ten years hence 
it will not be wonderful if more than a dozen 
cable.? bind Europe and America together. 
Portugal and Spain and Germany will become 
rivals of England and Franco in this matter, 
and as we cannot lose, but gain, by such en­ 
terprise, it is our duty to give every encour­ 
agement to those who by steam or electricity 
multiply our connections with the Old World. 
This fresh attempt to annihilate distance and 
time is richly suggestive. 
It is another of 
tbe many indications which every day is fur­ 
nishing that ours is the central Continent, 
and that the centre of our Continent is tbe 
United States. 
Two cables connect us with 
Great Britain. 
In a few years these will be 
found insuflBcient for the manifold require­ 
ments of public and private business. 
Great 
Britain has, besides, her almost countless 
4lnes of steamships, which keep up almost 
daily communication between the two conti­ 
nents. 
France, under the inspiring genius of 
Napoleon, has become envious of British supe­ 
riority in this direction. 
France has, in con­ 
sequence, established her line of steamboats, 
which have been largely successful; 
and 
France has now so far put in execution her 
purpose to have a telegraphic ns well as a 
steamboat connection with the centre of the 
Now World. 
Germany has lier numerous 
stcatnboaLs ou the same pathway. 
These are 
sure to increase in number, and a German 
cable is as certain as that Germany at no dis­ 
tant day i.s destined to be the first Power in 
Europe. 
Oa different pathways Spain and 
Portugal have been successful In establishing 
•toam communication with the New World. 
A cable connection between Lisbon and Rio 
Janeiro may be regarded as a probability in 
the early future. 
Spain, if she were out of 
her trouble, would be found as eager as any 
of her neighbors to be in electric communica­ 
tion with her many children on the American 
Continent, North and South. 
Simultaneously 
with this European eagerness to benefit by the 
New World, and chiefly with the United States, 
we find the tide of civilization turned, and Asia, 
which in all past time has sent her hordes 
woslward, 
is now. In spite of the mighty 
waters, sending them eastward. 
By our late 
war wo commanded the 
attention of tbe 
world. 
Our niiccess in that struggle eli­ 


cited

and 
r««pMt. 
Our growing proeperity einoe the oloM of the 
war bae exercised a UUsmanio power on all 
the seaboard populatione of Weetero Europe 
and Eastern Asia. 
In popular estimation the 
great repubUo of the New World, stretching m 
it does from sea to ses, and comprising terri­ 
tory which, in mineral and agricultural wealth, 
defies all comparison, has come to be regarded 
as the home of the blessed. By the populations 
of Europe snd by tbe populations of Asia the 
ocean has been looked upon as a barrier keep­ 
ing them from happiness and prosperity. 
Tbe 
Europeans, with grander appliances, have had 
less difficulty la overleaping the barrier and 
transporting themselves to tbe much desired 
El Dorado of the West. 
The Asiatics, with 
fewer and loss perfect means of transit, have 
triumphed in a more signal manner and given 
fresh proof to the world that “ whore there is a 
will there Is a way." In spite of the barriers of 
ocean they come from the East and they come 
from tbe West; they come in large and ever 
increasing numbers. 
Their coming begets no 
jealousy, and it should not, for there is room 
enough and to spare, 
and no amount of 
increase to our population can exhaust our ap­ 
parently inexhaustible flilness.

Those 
grand modern 
agents 
make the interests of tho one and the Interests 
of the many identical. 
The Influx of the races 
of Europe and the influx of the races of Asia 
ill but develop our wealth. 
They can never 
disturb the unity of the republic or change tho 
character of our civilization. 
Our Christian 
civilization will take new and higher forms, 
but it will never go backward. 
The CWna- 
man, the Japanese, the Hindoo must yield to 
our all-controUlag Influence. 
Asia cannot 
conquer Europe on American soil. 
In the 
great future many great and difficult problems 
await our solution; but every problem will be 
solved in harmony with our best interests and 
the best interests of mankind. 
It is our pri­ 
vilege to think of growing prosperity, of in­ 
creasing glory; but it is not permitted ua to 
think of failure or defeat. 


The Caban Lilbemtore Cnptnred. 


The expeditionary force of Cuban sympa­ 
thizers which sailed from this port last Satur­ 
day night for tbe purpose of aiding the natives 
of the once “ faithful” island in their endeavor 
to throw oflf the authority of tho Spaoiards 
has been arrested at sea by action of the 
United States government, and handed over 
to our naval authorities to be dealt with as the 
law may direct. 
This important intelligence 
is reported in detail in our columns to-day. 
The Cuban Junta had, it appears, made a very 
successful movement in the way of recrnlt- 
ments, organization, the supply of provisions, 
artillery, small arms, and munitions of war 
generally. 
Fifteen hundred trained soldiers, 
selooted from over four thousand veterans of 
the Union armies, who quickly responded to 
tbe little “ hint” of the Junta, were enrolled, 
and designated as the “ First Vew York 
Cavalry 
Cuban 
Liberators;” 
money 
was 
had, steamers employed, tbe men and war 
material embarked, and “ off” they went on 
an “ excursion,” 
They stood along the coast 
as described, being “ off and on” as suited. 
The authorities in Washington, however, re­ 
garded tho excursion idea in the light of a 
proposed incursion on the territory of a neigh­ 
boring Power, and hence ordered tbe action 
of the revenue cutter Hugh McCulloch. 
The 
results are given. 
The 
actual expedition 
has thus been brought to a premature end. 
Its promoters and rank and file are prisoners. 
Will this state of affairs be permanent? 
We 
can hardly imagine that it will. 
Tho cause 
of the Cubans finds a sympathetic response In 
the hearts of our people. 
They have asserted 
their 
nationality. 
They can maintain It. 
They are, therefore, according to tho modern 
mle, fit for freedom. 
Does Secretary Fish or 
President Grant wish to terminata a difficulty ? 
If so, let the President recognize tbe Cubans 
as belligerents. 


R bdcotion o f tit* N a tio n a l D ebt.— It is 
estimated that for tho month of June there 
will be a reduction of the national debt to the 
extent of about nine millions of dollars. 
This 
is at the rate of one hundred and eight millions 
a year, which if maintained will sweep off the 
whole debt Inside of twenty-five years. 
But 
we can do better than this, and reduce the 
taxes at the same time, with a little more 
attention to retrenchment and reform. 
In 
short, the living generation will not be satis­ 
fied 
with the continuance of the debt for 
twenty years, or anythfng like it, nor with the 
continuance of our present bills of taxation. 
Upon these matters the signs of the times de­ 
mand the earnest attention of the administra­ 
tion, of Congress and all concerned,

Having little or nothing else to do the late 
Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Borle, took It Into 
his wise head one day to abolish the Indian 
names of our vessels of war and to rechristen 
them with the classio names of Greece and tho 
belligerent names of the British navy. 
The 
new Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Robeson, of 
New Jersey, It is reported, intends to abolish 
these new names and restore the old, genuine 
American names, and we hope ho will.

We have deferred commenting upon tbe rob­ 
bery perpetrated oa the Ooean Baak from a 
oonviotioD that disoloeoree would sooa change 
the aspect of the case, and perhaps throw some 
light upon the systematic vUlany by which so 
many public institutioas are robbed of their 
valuables, and particularly their publio securi­ 
ties. Tbe singularly insecure building in which, 
in the present case, such large amounts were 
deposited; the renting out of rooms in the 
basement, which was separated from the bank­ 
ing room by a thin plank and plaster floor; a 
combination look which an expert opened in 
a few minutes before the officers, and without 
using force; the practice of leaving the key of 
the inner door of the vault within the passage 
to it; the fact that the gold and securities of 
the bank were not stolen, but ieft in admira­ 
ble disorder, “lying about loose;" the absence 
of any systematic watching of the premises, 
and the probability that the enterprise did not 
occupy more thau an boiir or two In its per­ 
formance, all seemed to us to present such a 
singular combination of the want of foresight 
on the part of tbe bank officers, with skill on 
the part of the burglars, that we did not know 
whether most to condemn the carelessness of 
the first or praise tho skill of the latter. 
It seemed to us more difficult to distinguish 
where the oarelessuess ended and the skill 
commenced; aLd wo may bore remark that 
tho recovery 
of so 
large an amount as 
throe hundred thousand dollars of the se­ 
curities taken, as occurred yesterday, makes 
this discrimination all the more perplexing to 
us. Wo havo long since come to the conclusion 
that this business of burglary is reduced to a 
science among us, with several grades of skilled 
attainment in its pursuit. 
The man whose 
brain devises the operation, like the architect 
who plans a building, is not the expert work­ 
man with tbe auger, the cold chisel and the 
hammer, nor the rough and tumble breaker 
open of safes, nor the skulking bearer off 
ot the spoil. 
It is plain to us that the master 
miuds in this business have sufficient capacity 
and attainments to be familiar in Wall street, to 
operate largely with tbe bulls, bears and bro­ 
kers, and to bold seats at the bank boards and 
in the social clubs of our upper tendom, with 
no doubt a comfortable pew In some otjpm 
fashionable churches. 
Skilled workmefi in the 
various departments required for a great bur­ 
glary are ready to their hand at any time, and 
our very peculiar system of police and private 
detectives affords them ample facilities for 
realizing the swag and securing immunity from 
punishment. 


Tbe lax morality of Wall street considers 
the Ocean Bank robbery a small affair, and 
perhaps when compared with the dally prac­ 
tices of other bank operations, by which the 
funds of depositors are turned from their regu­ 
lar employment among merchants and made to 
bring in from one-eighth to one-half per cent a 
day, equal to frsm forty-five to one hundred 
and eighty per cent a year, on short loans, it 
may not be such a very heinous crime; but 
to people who bold to the old-fashioned notions 
of right and wrong both practices seem equally 
reprehensible; and the faollUles for compound­ 
ing a felony which our detective system offers 
are looked upon as equally criminal. 
To-day 
the losers by tho Ocean Baak robbery are In 
the bands of police and private detectives sim­ 
ply as customers, out of whom a good thing is 
to bo made lu the shape of a reward for acting 
as a go-between and shielding a criminal. 
If 
this occurrence tends to awaken public atten­ 
tion to the facilities wo offer for burglary, and 
impress upon it the necessity for a radical 
change in our police system, wc, too, may come 
to consider it a good thing. 
In the meantime 
we would advise bank depositors and share­ 
holders to begin their lookout at home after 
men who find no criminality in taking a hun­ 
dred and eighty per cent a year. Tbe morality 
that sanctions such a practico will not find it 
difficult to break into a bank vault. 


Collece Connienreidcots. 


Tho daily journals are now presenting full 
reports of the exercises at college commence­ 
ments, by which misnomer it has become cus­ 
tomary to designate the end, instead of tho 
commencement, of a collegiate course of study. 
The one hundred and sixteenth commencement 
of Columbia College was celebrated yesterday. 
On Tuesday the commencements of Harvard 
University, of the Mount Washington Collegiate 
Institute and of the Consolidated Business 
College at Washington took place. 
On Monday 
the centennial anniversary of the American 
Whig Society, at Princeton College, and the 
Wooden Spoon Promenade Concert, at Yale 
College, were the opening events of this festi­ 
val week at each of those ancient seats of 
learning. 
Similar academical gala days are in 
order throughout the couutry. 
It is opportune to remark that the published 
reports of these college commencements indi­ 
cate tendencies towards needed reform, if not 
revolution. In our colleges. 
We are glad to 
see that while 
“ the humanities" are in no 
danger of being neglected there is a very de­ 
cided disposition to introduce a larger scien- 
tiflo element into collegiate instruction, and to 
save for living languages some of the time 
which used to be devoted exclusively to dead 
languages. 
English, German, French, Italian 
and Spanish, as well as Hebrew, Greek and 
Latin, are now taught in our colleges. 
No 
future minister of the United States to the 
court of the Tulleries need be exposed to the 
inconvenience and mortification endured by tho 
late Hon. John Y. Mason, who, notwithstand­ 
ing 
all 
the 
Greek 
and 
Latin 
which 
he 
had 
learned 
at 
the 
University 
of 
North Carolina, found himself one evening at 
tbe palace of the Tulleries in a sad plight on 
account of his utter ignorance of French. 
He 
had a bad cold and happened to have no 
pocket handkerchief; but he neither knew how 
to ask for one nor for his way out. 
Like 
Sterne’s starling In the Bastlle, he wanted to 
get ou t; but after vain pantflmimic appeals to 
wondering ushers, be was relieved only by the 
boarding school French of a Baltimore young 
lady who kindly came to bis aid, lent him her 
lace handkerchief and showed him the way to 
tho door. 
Mr. Mason was not the only Ameri­ 
can representative abroad who might well havo 
studied Ollendorff or Fasquelle instead of 
Anthon and Bullion. 
A still more Important Indication of the com­ 
mendable tendency of collegiate instruction to 
adapt Itself to tho exigencies of modern cul­ 
ture is the growing predominance of scientific 
studios, %«d particularly of those relating to 


the praoEMi appUoaUoos of mathematics. 
In 
oar ooanfry, where tbe aomber of u s ^ in- 
veoMoae is already extraordinary, and'where 
the urgent demands of our active, rushing life 
are daily multiplying them, it would aurely be 
a deep reproach to our oollegea not to take the 
lead In this direction. 
We may hero add that 
the old fiuhion of entnuting moat of the pro­ 
fessorships in American ooUegee to clergymen 
seems to be fading away. The clergymen have 
lately in many caeee retired to their more ap­ 
propriate sphere of action, while their places 
have been supplied by scientific laymen more 
alive than their predecessora to the practical 
necessities of the day. 
It is to be hoped that another old college 
fashion will soon become obsolete. 
We refer 
to the brutal “ hazing of freshmen," of which 
the newspapers had to record several flagrant 
examples no longer ago than last year. 
One 
reason for hoping that the manners and morals 
of our young oollegians will improve may be 
found in the bealthftil interest which so many 
of them are beginning to take in ball playing, 
boating, yachting and other manly outdoor 
sports.

Encland K eepla* a Sharp Lookout. 
We perceive from some comments of the 
English press on the reported departure from 
this port of a Cuban filibustering expedition or 
two that John Bull is keeping a sharp eye on 
American neutrality. 
The London Star, for 
instance, says of this country that “ her 
neutrality laws must be thoroughly and effect­ 
ively enforced or she will lose the hold she has 
gained on public opinion, which insures the 
fair consideration of the Alabama claims.” 
Is it there ye are? 
But, again: “ The de­ 
parture df eight hundred men from New York 
harbor,” we are told, “ appears to be an infrac­ 
tion of neutrality just as flagrant as the escape 
of tho Alabama, and which could have been 
more easily prevented.” 
This is. Indeed, beg­ 
ging ^he question. 
But it will not do. 
The 
activity of the 
government 
in 
enforcing 
neutrality In reference to Cuba is and has 
been that of extraordinary zeal in behalf of 
Spain. 
Mr. Fish is quite as earnest and vigi­ 
lant in this business as was Mr. Seward in 
arresting and breaking up the Fenian move­ 
ments for the invasion of Canada, and evi­ 
dently for the same object of avoiding a 
charge of British neutrality. 
The simple truth is that if our government 
BtlU withholds the recognition of belligerent 
rights from tbe Cubans it is because it does 
not wish to spoil those Alabama claims by 
following EoglandB tempting ex&mple. 
Mr. 
Fish no doubt expects to get Cuba in some 
other w ay; for otherwise he would not be so 
careful in avoiding tho opening of any loop­ 
hole of escape to England on those Alabama 
claims. 
The British gofernment may depend 
upon it that if the admiuistratioa at Washing­ 
ton contemplates the purchase of Cuba it also 
calculates upon making England, on those 
Alabama depredations, foot the bill. 
Other­ 
wise there would bo neither sense nor purpose 
in the present rigid neutrality policy of General 
Grant. 
TiieTbm pkhanob M ovem ent—a New P a rty ' 
IN THE F ie ld .— The temperance people of 
Maine have come out os an independent party 
and have put forward N. 6 . Hickborn as their 
candidate for Governor, with an evident deter­ 
mination to “ fight It out on this lino.” 
This 
may prove to be the beginning of an important 
diversion from the republican party. 
Made 
up originally of tho scattered fragments of the 
old whig and democratic parties, all tbe isms 
of the North were fused into it on the great 
issue of the abolition of slavery. 
Now, slavery 
being 
abolished and negro equality being 
substantially established, the isms are going 
back to their old notions, such as labor reform, 
women’s rights, temperance, &c. 
And so the 
temperance radicals of Maine are out as an in­ 
dependent party, and their brethren in several 
other States are moving in the same direction. 
They are all to meet in a National Temperance 
Convention on the 1st of September at Chicago, 
when there will perhaps be a national organi­ 
zation proclaimed for tbe abolition of whiskey 
drinking. 
This is a tougher job thau the 
abolition of slavery; but we suspect that It 
will contrlb'ito to abolish the present dominant 
party-

The N eoro D ifficu lty Among th e W ash­ 
ington PaiNTEBS.— The radical City Councils 
of Washington have entered into tho contro­ 
versy concerning the employment of Lewis 
H. Douglass (free colored American) in tho 
government printing office. 
A resolution is 
before the Board of Aldermen (black and 
white) providing that a committee of one from 
each branch of the Councils shall be appointed 
to wait upon the proprietors of the several 
newspaper offices of the city and request “ that 
tho men who are notoriously open-mouthed 
and noisy adherents of the late rebellion, and 
especially active and vindictive” in reference to 
this case of young Douglass, be dismissed, and 
loyal men put in their places. 
The negro ele­ 
ment controls the local government of Wash­ 
ington, and from this beginning wo may look 
for some queer doings there by and by in the 
development of negro equality. 
It will be, we 
fear, the old story of the beggar on horseback. 


A G ood O b d e b - That just issued by Gene­ 
ral Canby, Commander of the Military Depart­ 
ment of Virginia, extending for one year tho 
benefits to certain debtors of tho Stay law 
against seizures of property to satisfy their 
creditors. 
It appears that three hundred and 
cighty-tlvo thousand executions were out iu 
Virginia, largely Issued by Northern mer­ 
chants— executions which if carried through 
would inevitably create much distress and gene­ 
ral embarrassment in the business operations 
of the State, just hopefully emerging from Its 
terrible losses and trials of tho war.

county, of tlita State, during tho year 1805. While ho 
waa a boy of eight years of ago hla parents moved 
to Vermont, taking him with them. Tnero ho was 
educated and engaged In agricultural and mercan­ 
tile pursuits for several years. jIn 1837 ho was elected 
a member of the lower House of the Vermont Legis­ 
lature, serving one term, at the end of which ho 
removed from the State and 
returned 
to 
New York, taking up his residence Ui this 
city. Kngaging In the hardware business ha 
soon amassed a large fortune and booamo pruminciit 
In political circles, lu IhJ'I ho wi«s a cuudidato on 
the Whig ticket lor Cougres.s. from the Filth district, 
embracing the Eighth. Ninth aud Fourteenth wards 
of this city, and was elected by a plurality vote in 
consequeuce of the great spilt that year oclwocu the 
Van liuren and other factions of the democracy, the 
vote standing 6,627 for Mr. linggs and 9,833 divided 
between his opponents, .Spencer, Walsli aud Has- 
brouck. It was tins ye.ir (1848) that of tho thirty- 
four Congro.s8ional *llstrlcts in tho state the whlgs 
carried tlilrty-two. At the expiration of his term he 
was re-clectml by a majority ol about 300. In 1852 tho 
year famous for the llual overthrow of the whiga, 
Mr. Briggs declined a renomlnatlon, nor did be re­ 
turn to public lire again until I85s, when ho was 
again elected to Congress as an Independent candi­ 
date, and served hu terra as Chairman of tho Com­ 
mittee on Revolutionary Claims. Ho uoes not 
appear to have allied himself to any political or­ 
ganization after the disruption of the whig party, 
but in !80a was a ueiegate to iho Philadelphia 
National Union Convention, showing that he was 
very conservnilve In his political principles. As a 
citizen of New York Mr. Briggs held a deservedly 
high position. He was much esteemed by all Who 
knew him for those traits of character which mako 
a man worthy of estimation. His many trlouda wilt 
h car of his death with profound regret.

Heiznro of a Hloop by Seven Convicts and 
Attempted Eacnpe^Ttae Convicta Fired Vpoa 
by tbe PrUon Uuardo, the Hloop Bonrded 
nnd the Convicta Kenrrested«-Oue of thn 
L atter Hevcrely W onnded. 
Pouoiikkbpsie, Juno 30, 1809. 
There was a rush of convicts to escape at sin* 
Sing Prison shortly after nine o'clock this morning. 
They numbered seven in all. It appears that they 
were engaged in unloading the sloop Martha and 
Elizabeth of wood. Watching a good opportunity 
the whole seven advanced In a Dody on the vessel 
and drove off tho deck hands, cut the lines, shoved 
the vessel from the dock and commenced ralslD* 
sail. At this time the wind was blowing lightly and 
the sloop w'fts headed fur the west shore, and had 
reached a respoctablo distance from the dock when 
tho alarm was given and a panic ensued among 
the officers aud guards, who all advanced to the end 
of the pier and commeuced firing with groat rapidity 
upon the escaping convMs. Seelug the force sent 
for Hiolr capturo, and being afraid to risk Ihelt 
tMxlies on deck, five of the revolters retrcntoa to 
the cabin of the vessel while tho other two remained 
on dock and continued their atteiunts to hoist ili® 
sail. Tho bulleta from carbines whiMfTed about them, 
and Uually one was seen to fall. Here a small boat 
drew UP alongside the dock Into which several 
prison official» sprang and were soon rowing to­ 
wards the vessel, the salts of which had fallen assoon 
as the convict was wounded, leaving but one of tha 
prisoners on deck. Drawing nearer tho offloers 
ordered him to Join his comrailos i>elow deck, at tb«t 
same time pointing their cari>iucs at him. He did 
not need a second order, but retreated below at 
once. Then the officers boanlod the vessel aud 
found the convict who had fallen lying prostrata 
with a dangerous wound in hu breast.

The District Attorney has no power whatever in the 
m atter. Usury Is not a felony nor criminal. The only 
party to m ake complomt is the one aggrieved. Bis 
redress la to refuse to pay principal and Interest, 
which he may under the laws of the State. Tho 
lender would have to sue. Usury would be a com­ 
plete defence. The litigation in such a case would 
be (ff a clvU and not of a criminal character. Lend­ 
ers a t the present time know that they can demand 
usury with Impunity. There is no punishm ent for 
them except the bad faith of the borrower. Should 
tbe latter take advantage of the law he would be 
proscribed and ostracised. He would have no fur­ 
th er need of remaining In Wall street, for his ocou- 
paUoo, like Othello’s, would be gone. 
Commercial paper was inactive, and prime double 
namea were barely current at ten to twelve per cent 
discount.

Less than half or a note is not rodeem- 
able at all, unless acoompanied by such affidavit 
when presented by ihe holder. Tho character of tde 
affiant must be cerliflod to be good by a m agistrate 
or other public oflloer.

The storm of Monday was very severe ta varions 
portions of tbe State, partlcalarly along the Nauga­ 
tuck valley. Wo have received the following spe­ 
cial despatches from Seymour and Birmingham:— 
The raceway of tho lower dam gave way this 
m orning abont tbree o’clock in Seymour, and all the 
factories are stopped. It will probably take a week 
or ten days to repair lA No damage was done to 
property. About seventy-five feet of the embank­ 
m ent of the Ansonla canal was washed away this 
morning. No trains below Seymour to-day. Pas- 
lengers and malls are taken bv team to Ansonta 
Tbe tem porary bridge over the Nangatnck, at Derby, 
has been carried away, 
loss «600. About fifty feet 
of the railroad track waa washed away at Ansonla. 
Additional partícula» have been received, to the 
foUowlng purport:—In the northern part of Now 
Haven county and all tnrough Litchfield county 
roads have been washed away, embankments de­ 
stroyed, bridges carried away, dams and ditches 
broken down, streets and highways flooded. Along 
the Naugatnck river and raUroad there was a sweep­ 
ing freshet. At Litchfield station, on the Naugatuck 
road, the river commenced rising between six and 
seven P. M.. and in about an hour had risen eight or 
ten feeA The highway bridge at this point was car­ 
ried away. Page * Kinney’s paper mill, whicn has 
been reoently enlarged, was badly damaged, the 
whole of the west end being tom ouA Camp’s mill 
bridge and Castle bridge, on the Naugatnck, below 
Litchfield, are reported to have been carried awav, 
as was also the bridge below Plymouth.

Fiance has, in con- 
sequence, established her line of steamboats, 
which have been largely successful; 
and 


France has now eo far put in execution her 
purpose to have a telegraphic as well as a 
steamboat connection with the centre of the 
New World. 
Germany Las her. numerous 


steamboats on the same pathway. These are 
sure to increase in number, and a German 
cable is as certain as that Germany at no dis- 
tant day is destined to be the first Power in 
Europe. On different pathways Spain and 
Portugal have beei successful in establishing 
steam communication with the New World. 
A cable connection between Lisbon and Rio 
Janeiro may be regarded as a probability in 
the early future. 
Spain, if she were out of 


her trouble, would be found as eager as any 
of her neighbors to be in electric communica- 
tion with her many children on the American 
Continent, North and South. Sim'tHtaneously 
with this European eagerness to benefit by the 
New World, and chiefly with the United States, 
we find the tide of civilization turned, and Asia, 
wliieh in all past time has sent her hordes 
westward, is now, in spite of the mighty 
waters, sending them eastward. By our late 
war we commanded the attention of the 
world.

On Tuesday the. commencements of Harvard 
University, of the Mount Washington Collegiate 
Institute and of the Consolidated Business 
College at Washington look place. On Monday 
the centennial anniversary of the American 
Whig Society, at I'rir.eeion College, and the 
Wooden Spoon Proiueu.Tdu Concert, at Yale 
College, were the opening events of this festi- 
val wocb as each of those ancient seats of 
learning. Similar academical gala days are in 
order throughout the country. 


It is opportune to remark that the published 


reports of these college commencements indi- 
cate tendencies towards needed reform, if not 
revolution, in our colleges. We are glad to 
see that while "the humanities'' are in no 
danger of being neglected there is a very de- 
cided, disposition to introduce a larger scien- • 
tific element into collegiate instruction, and to 
save for living languages some of the time 
•which used to be devoted exclusively to dead 
languages. English, German, French, Italian 
and Spanish, as well as- Hebrew, Greek and 
Latin, are now taught in onr colleges. No 
future minister of the United States to tne

A GOOD ORDER—That just issued by Gene- 


ral Canby, Commander of the Military Depart- 
ment of Virginia, extending for one year the 
benefits to certain debtors of the Stay law 
against seizures of property to satisfy their 
creditors. It appears that three hundred and 
eighty-five thousand executions were out in 
Virginia, largely issued by Northern mer- 
chants—executions which if carried through 
would inevitably create much distress and gene- 
ral embarrassment in the business operations 
of the State, just hopefully emerging from its 
terrible losses and trials of the war..

REVOLT AT SISfl SKG. 


Seizure of a f?Ioop by Seven Co»victs acd 


Attempted Escape—Tbe Convicts fired Upon 
by tbe Prison Guards, the Sloop Boarded 
•j.u<I the Convicts Kcarrestod—Ouc of the 
Xiittter Severely Wounded.

Tnere wni n rush or convicts to" "escape at Sing 


Sing I'rtson shortly after nine o'oioclc this morning, 
rney numbered seven iu all. It appears that they 
were engaged in unloading tne sloop Martha and 
Elizabeth of wood. Watching a good opportunity 
the whole seven advanced in a body on the vessel 
and drove off the deck hands, cut the lines, snored 
he vessel from the dock and commenced raising 
sail. At this time the wind was blowing lightly and 
he sloop was headed for tlie west store, and hafl 
reached a respectable distance from the dock when 
he alarm was given and a panic ensued among 
he officers and guards, who all advanced to the end 
if the pier and commenced firing with great rapidity 
upon the escaping convicts. Seeing the lorce sout 
or their capture, and bems afraid to risk their

he cabin of the vessel while the other two remained 
ou deck and continued their attempts to hoist tha 
ail. The bullets irom carbines whistled anout tiieiu, 
tnd finally cue was seen to rail.

JVisou oiliclals sprang and were soon rowing to- 
vards the vessel, the sails of which had fallen assoon 
is the convict was wounded, leaving but one or tha 
prisoners on deck. Drawing nearer the oitlcers 
ordered him to join his comrades below deck, at thai 
same time pomtlng their carbines at him. lie did' 
ict need & second order, but retreated below at 
Mice. Then the olncers boarded tlie vessel and' 
ound the convict who had fallen lying prostrate, 
viMi a dangerous wound in his breast, Tha bullet- 
lad penetrated the right breast aud passed out ol 
he lett. 
The convicts Below were called up .one by one, 
lound Hand and foot, and the vessel was put about, 
mvmg back at tha-priaon dock in a few moments, 
yhcn Drake (the name of the wounded convict) wan 
akcn. to tho hospital and the other poiivlcts wera 
ml In close conilnement. Nono of the rest wera 
Wounded, though tho vessel's sails ami wood work 
VOID perforated with bullets.

he eatire stocK of imported sugar la boad in this 
city, amounting to '17,000 boxes, 3,157 hogsheads, 
133 tierces ana 259 barrels, all of which- will be 
reweighed and reclassiiled before being permitted 
to be withdrawn from bond, wlti the view of detect- 
iuK any further frauds which mav have bsen com- 
mitted. The investigations Of the revenue ofllcers 
allow that tne importers used false invoices; the' 
susar was classed too low ana the weights returned 
almost invariably lower tiaa the false mvelcea. Im- 
plicated in these frauds are a number of weighers, 
npnraisers, esfominers and inspectors appointed by 
Collector .Casey. It is supposed, however, that simi- 
lar frauds have been practised for a long period. 
Suspicion was aroused by the difference in the weight 
of packages and Quality of snsars from tne same 
port when Deputy Collector Herwlj? had prepared 
an abstract giving tne complete history of every 
package o( sugar in bond, snowing the uniform dif- 
ference in weight, amounting to 250 pounds each 
hogshead, forty-live pounds oaoh box on fraudulent 
invoices.

The Latin and English Salutatci-.es were poorly 
received. Both productions, however, had the merit 
of brevity. The Belles-Lettres Oration was tame and 
prosaic, yet the speaker moralized and philosophized 
in a very convincing way on combinations, first as 
an element or strength and second as a duty. There 
was a suneit ol philosophical orations, which some- 
what divested the proceedings of much of tlieir 
attractions. Tne effort of William Henry Park, 
of Ohio, - was the only one of the philosophical 
stripe that riveted the attention ofSiis Hearers. His 
delivery was forcible and well modulated, and his 
panegyric on Martin Luther exceedingly gratitted 
the audience. 
The Physical Oration was a complete failure. The 
speaker broke down alter wading through the first 
sentence, but at length, through the laborious efforts 
of the prompter, the exercise was finished m a very 
abrupt manner. The oration of Mr. Styles on "The 
Study of the Human Mmd," compensated in some 
measure for the insipidity of the previous exercises. 
Hia enunciation was distinct and impressive, his at- 
titudes graceful and hia language well chosen. The 
remainder of the oratorical efforts were of average 
merit. A remarkable leature or all tue orations was 
the denunciation of Popery and the apprehension ol 
an ultimate union of Church and State. 


A recess was then taken for an hour, and on the 
reassembling of the audience the Master's Oration 
was delivered by John K. Cowen, Ohio, on "Moral 
Culture." Tiio oration was listened to with atten- 
tion, and was warmly applauded at the conclusion. 
The valedictory oration was next delivered b'y John 
William Eosebro, North Carolina. Prayer and bene- 
diction wera offered by ex-Jfresident Dr. McClean, 
and as Grafulla discoursed a stirring air the audi- 
ence dispersed, and the Faculty, Alumni and invited 
guests proceeded to the dining hall. Where a sump- 
tuous dinner was partaken of. Farewells were 
heard on all sides, ana, as the shades or evening 
closed over historic Princeton, the Una! separation 
took place wlQi evident regret, but with the bonds 
of iriendshlp more closely linked than before.

The Victorian Parliament have been sitting during 
a great part of the mouth, but have done next to 
nothing. Tae great object or political interest irt 
Victoria just at - present is the operations or the) 
"Bribery" Committee. Evidence or corruption on 
tue part or several patriotic members or Parliament 
has already been unearthed; in iaci, the leatslator^ 
in Victoria seem quite as wen versed in the mysteries 
of logrolling as even the members of the New Yort- 
State Legislature. In Australia, however, the corrupt 
tiomsts h J.Y e ons excuse which is wanting m tne latter; 
case—than as thev are not paid for their services oy 
their country they are to some extent jnscmed in pay- 
ing themselves. Mr. Chas. G. Duffy (che '4ti man) baa- 
proposed that the system of payment to me.nbera 
shoidd be adoptea, and if this oe determined uport 
a better class ol men may take part in Australian 
politics. 
Ac present an intelligent man scarcely 
cares to throw away half his income for the public 
good; and nere, as m every other new country, 
there are but few men of_ independent fortune. 
Progress in Australia is slow, but it seems to ba. 
sure. In a rew weeks the colonies of Tasmania anil 
Victoria (destined probably ac no very remote day 
to be rolled into one) will oe connected by a subma- 
rine telegraph. The distance is only about a couple 
of hundred miles; but although the trade between: 
Ilobart Town and ^JMelbourne is considerable, there 
has never been anv previous effort made to connects 
them electrically. The cost or the new cable is about 
naif a rauiion of dollars. 
A new gold new is reported some Hundred miles 
rrom the GuiT of Carpentaria. 
The "prospects", 
seeai to have oeen very good, but many miners ara 
afraid to venture in BO fatally unhealthy a country, 
Tiie overland expedition disaster is still fresh in 
men's minds, and they remember how in the early 
diivs of Burkeiown ninety men ont of a hundred 
were down with fever. However,, if the new dig-/ 
gings should prove a second Baliarat, there will no 
doubt ue a great rush to them from all parts or th9 
colonies. 
In Queensland the project of splitting the colony 
into two is still being agitated, and will probabijj 
ultimately become an accomplished fact. It is curi- 
ous to watch how rapLliy tiie disintegration process 
is going on in Australia. In isso the colony of New' 
Souin Wales comprised what are now tho colonies 
of Victoria, Kew South Wales and Queensland. 
In twentv years the one colony has been split into 
three; Queensland will again be divided, and tha 
section of New South Wales between the Murray 
aud the Murrambulgee, known as the Itivertna 
country, will probably also soon be formed Into a 
separate community. 


During the greater part of tbe month Mr. Walter 
Montgomery, supported by a v >ry lair company, has 
been playing legitimate drama in Sydney, and not 
misuccessiuiiy. Tlie Carandml opera troupe navo 
also had a short and moderately succcsalul run. lu 
Melbourne a new blar, a Mr. Taloot, has been tried 
and condemned. Madame Anna Bishop has gone to 
Adelaide, en route for home. 


The only races ot any Wmportaace have been tha 
fall ineetinir at Uomebush. An outsider, tlio \V~ar-t 
rin, carried otf most of the stakes, but the running 
was very poor.

'i ne Cuoi, UDon winch tne HcitiLi> correspondent 
was embarked, steamed raoidly round into East 
river and up to llie root of Sixty-second street, 
where tiie tug ft- L. .Matiey was lying, and across 
•whose bows several haadred men and a number of 
boxes were transierred io the Cool. The greatest 
liaste was obsetved, and at the earnest moment the 
Cool proceeded to the root of Sixty-ninth street, 
where sne lay for a lew minutes concealed In the 
shadows of the biutr and forest, waiting for tne ar- 
rival oi men who nad not yet reached the place of 
embarkation. As we lav therein the stream, witii 
the tide flowing swiftly past, the scene was exceed- 
ingly picturesque and interesting, it was already 
dirK, and just above the boat, not a hundred paces 
distant, tiie paviliou srieamed like a palace with its 
many lights,; aud while the music or the bands and 
the

of

COLONEL RYAN 
on coming on board was not at first recoTilzed by 
many of his own men, and in view of tlie ngid 
search made for him after his -escape from the 
deputy marshal it 13 Interesting to follow bis move- 
ments from that event down to the hour of his de- 
parture, showing as it does how easily a courageous, 
enterpniing man can move freely about this city 
\vitnoutdetectioa by the most vigilant oflicers in 
pursuit of mm. On escaping from the deputy raar- 
slul Colonel Ryan proceeded in a carriage with a 
iriend to Taylor's saloon, wnere be partoofc of re- 
freshments, ana then went over to Brooklyn via tho 
Pmton ferry, when, after mating several calls, He 
repaired to a private residence In Bridge street. 
Here he was visited the same evening by a commit- 
tee of the Cuban patriots, and arrangements were 
made for carrying on the preparations for embarx- 
Ing the expedition. Thursday morning he made a 
number of calls, received several visitors, and In the 
afternoon gave a private dlnner.to a small circle of 
friends. After dinner he visited State street and at 
seven o'clock crossed the Fulton terry in a carriage.

on the trip. 


Tlie pecaniarv loss to the Cubans is very Heavy. 


Five Hundred dollars per day wers paid to each of the 
three tugs euiuioycJ by them, and when tbeoutluvs 
incurred in the chartering of ocean steamers, the 
purchase of arias, provisions HIM in-.iuitions'ol war, 
urn the support of uiesr oilluor.-and men from the 
ime when they lirst st^nea the present organiza- 
tion to its capture are estimated the figures uui.'t 
amount to a very large sum. All tliL-ir financial 
transactions were conducted wiih the utmost libe- 
rality, and money nowea freely waenever required. 


TUE PRESIDENT, 


yesterday morning, ordered the authorities here to 
turn over tlie captured parties io Admiral Godon.
